Harry Moore Second Person 
Arrested in Six-Day 
Siege, 





WOMAN STILL. DEFIANT 





Says She Expects to Hold Out 
Until Some Time Next 
Week.

JACKSONVILLE, Ill. Feb. flar- 
ry Moore, secretary of the Jacksonville 
Tinners’ Union and prominent in local 
union circles, was arrested this morning 
on a charge of disorderly conduct, the 
authorities declaring that he was one 
of the occupants of Belle Bishop’s room- 
ing house, which has been besieged for 
six days by the police.. 

Moore, it {8 alleged, escaped by tunnel- 
ing his way into the basement of the 
north part of the beleaguered house, 
occupied by persons in no way connected 
with the Bishop establishment. He is 
said to have made his way to the 
street through a window. 

Moore was placed under a bond of $59. 
He denies that he was in Miss Bishop's 
place. He is disputed by a newspaper 
reporter, who states that he saw and 
talked with him there. 

Woman Arrested, 


Moore is about 35 years of age and url- 
married. His arrest is the second made 
since the police established the siege 
against the Bishop rooming house. The 
first to surrender was Mrs. Etta Ken- 
nedy, wife of the brother of Night Cap- 
tain of Police John Kennedy, who is in 
charge of the siege. 

Mrs. Kennedy pleaded guilty 
evening to a charge similar to that en- 
tered against Moore and was fined $10. 
After paying the fine she 
the Bishop house, entering by 
terior stairway leading the 
floor. 

Following the arrest of Moore 
Bishop was interviewed over the 
phone. She denied that Moore had or- 
cupied a room in her establishment. In 
order to eScape from. the second floor, 
where his room is alleged to have 
been located, it would have been neces- 
sary for him to pass through the quar- 
ters occupied by Miss Bishop herself. 

Moore, it is claimed, is the man who 
appeared at the window of the besieged 
house Monday, evidently anxious to ne- 
gotiate with the police. He was hustled 
away from the window by Miss Bishop 
before the police could reach him. The 
officers claim there was enother woman 
in the room beSides Miss Bishop. 

The house upon which the interest of 
every man, woman and child in Jackson- 
ville is focused, is a double structure. 
Miss Bishop and her roomers occupy the 
first and second floors of one side. The 
doors are locked and the windows nailed 
down. Miss Bishop is armed, and for 
six days has held off the entire police 
force. 

Bishop Woman's Statement. 


A reporter talked to the woman over 
the telephone shortly after Moore was 
arrested. She declared that Moore had 
not been In her place.

for 50 hours in three years. 

“The large amount of time expended 
during a four years’ course in intercol- 
athletics was eliminated at 
Clark College. Nevertheless they have 
abundant means for amusements and 
indulgence in games of all kinds, but 
under proper regulations.

Auchincloss, who is also a member of 
the Truesdale committee. A third di- 
rector of the Illinois Central, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, is also a Mutual trustee. 
He is one of Mr. Fish’s supporters. 

Mr. Fish sent his letter of resigna- 
tion to Piesident Peabody and a copy 
of it to every,trustee. He had to take 
this course, there being no way to de- 
liver his resignation, as President Pea- 
body refused to call a special meeting 
of the board. 

President Peabody would not deny 
that a movement was on foot to depose 
M>. Fish from the presidency of the 
Illinois Central. He declared that the 
affairs of the railroad and those of the 
Mutual Life had no relation whatever. 

Harriman Active Leader, 


E. H. Harriman, who is a director of 
the Illinois Central and who, with H. H: 
Rogers of the Standard Oil, placed Mr. 
Peabody at the head of the Mutual Life,

Electric Railroad Projectors 
Are to Erect Highest Cross- 
ing in the World. 


DENVER, Colo., Feb, 24.—The high- 
est railroad bridge in the world will be 
built across the top of the famous 
Royal Gorge, near Canyon City, Colo. It 
will be 280 feet above the hanging 
bridge of the Denver & Rio Grande Rail- 
road—so high in the air that the roar- 
ing of the Arkansas River below will not 
be heard, and the powerful stream will 
look like a thread of Silver running be- 
tween the frowning cliffs. 

The structure wiil be erected in con- 
nection with plans of F. 8S. Greaiuger of 
San Jose, Cal., to establish an inter- 
urban system of electric railways in Fre- 
mont County from Canyon City to Flo- 
rence and the top of Royal Gorge. 

Construction will begin in March and 
it is expected the line to the top of the 
Royal Gorge will be in operation some 
time this summer. ; 

The cost of the interurban system will 
be $500,000, and the suspension bridge 
spanning the chasm $160,000 additional. 
It is six miles from Canyon City to the 
highest point the electric line will reacn, 
but a tortuous road ten miles in lengta 
will be built for the electric cars.

He held this 
office from 1885 until his retirement in 
1900. He was chairman of the Law 
Committee for 20 years. 

Stanton was an officer or director tn 
nine mining companies, and a member 
of the engineers and several other loca] 
clubs. He is said to have left a large 
estate.

Three cadets are 
in the ruins and it is certain they are 
dead. The ruins are still blazing and 
no search has yet been made for the 
bodies. At least eight are injured, 
three of whom will probably die.

The injured are: Rupert Stearns, 
Cincinnati, burned about the face, not 
serious; Hart Shannon, New York. arms 
and body badly burned, may not re- 
cover; Harry Barnes, Cleveland, prob- 
ably fatally injured; Rennox Baxter, 
Cleveland, slightly burned; John U. 
Nicholson, Steubenville, badly burned 
and will not recover; J. Dorsey, Dallas, 
Tex., slightly burned about face and 
head; Homer Thurmechler, Oak Harbor, 
O., slightly burned; S. R. Salaway, busi- 
ness manager of Military Academy, 
badly burned about face and handsé. 


Several others were slightly burned in 
escaping from the buildings. 


Jumped Into Blanket. 


3arnes was one of the last to leave 
the Delano Hall and jumped from the 
fourth-story window into a blanket, 
which gave way, and he was precipi- 
tated onto the pavement, sustaining in- 
juries to the back.

The losses on the buildings and their 
contents will probably aggregate $50,-

The girls, about 20 years old, was well 
dressed, and wore a gold necklace and a 
diamond ring and earrings. She had 
been in St, Louis less than two years, 
coming from Germany. -For a time she 
was employefl in the home of A. J. Hell- 
mich at 4245 Shenandoah avenue. 

When J. H. McClosky of 223 South 
Jefferson avenue, conductor of the car, 
approached her for her fare, he notieed 
the odor of farbolic acid. A tew min- 
utes later one of the passengers noticed 
that she was apparently asleep. 

Dr. D. Kuhn of 4583 Forest Park 
boulevard was on the car. He exam. 
ined the girl and advised that she be 
hurried to the Dispensary. The motor- 
man was told to go ahead at full 
speed, without stopping for passengers. 
He kept the gong clanging continuous- 
ly and made |the run of more than two 
miles in record time. 

A letter, written in German, found in 
the girl’s pocketbook, was translated as 
follows: 

“My Dear Sweetheart: I write to you 
because I love you. k would like to 
know if I can see you next Thursday.

I hope 
you are well and in good spirits. I 
am still sick a few hours each day.

In deciding the Chitégo Drainage Canal case

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EXTRAORDINARY POLICE ANTICS. 

It appears that the famous police siege of a toom- 
ing house in Jacksonville, Il]., was caused by the 
desire of a brother of the night police captain of 
the town to learn whether or not his wife occupied 
one of the rooms.

To read for pleasure is 
not yet a feminine habit. 

Isn’t there something in this? How many women 
read books not fiction for pleasure. Did a woman 
ever read Macaulay’s essays for pleasure, or one of 
Shakspeare’s plays, or . Burke’s speeches, or the 
“Essay on the Sublime and Beautiful,” or Lessing’s 
Laocoon, etc., etc.? 

Of course women read these books for purposes of 
culture. But do they ever kill time with them. A 
man will feel bored, go into his library, pick up 
Burke’s great essay on the sublime and beautiful 
and lose himself in it. Did a woman ever forget 
her ennui with that book? A man will follow the 
reasoning in Erskine’s splendid argument in the 
Dean of St. Asaph’s case with delight, although it

low the great lawyer as he threads the labyrinth of 
legal reasoning? 

Dr. Birge is probably right. Women don’t know 
how to kill time, at least not with books other than 
fiction and humor; and yet reading for the sheer 
delight of it is the most profitable reading. 

“A volcano of silk with lava buttons” was the 
figurative description of women’s dress in his day 
written by Dean Swift. The Twentieth Century 
woman demands an equally grotesque epitome of her 
fads and fancies. That phrase makers may rival]

If Secretary Taft speaks only as an “emissary of 
the administration” before the Yale Alumni of St.

If, when he speaks for him- 
self, he clears away the mystery, enthusiasm may 
develop to fill the vacuum. The experiment seems 
worth trying. 

In making Mr. Taft welcome to St. Louis, we are 
all ready for the enthusiasm to begin to show itself 
as soon as he begins speaking for himself in a way 
that will make it uncontrollably contagious.

Now the authorities have ordered the 
enforcement of the ordinance, and the truck owners 
have applied to the courts for an injunction, and 
the odd fact is that the petitioners have not at- 
tempted to comply with the ordinance. 

How many ordinances in St. Louis are thus re- 
pudiated or treated with contempt? If law en- 
forcement is the order of the day let us begin at 


home.

It wiil be reported by Senator Till- 
man, the President's most inveterate 
and outspoken enemy in Congress. 

It will be in the control of Senator 
Tillman, and, if passed, must be passed 
by Democratic votes. 

The Democratic arty will get the 
credit for the measure in the country. 

The bili was reported with the proviso 
that it can be amended as freely as 
may be wished. 

Even the man who reports [t wants it 
amended in some places, while the 
President wants no amendments. 

And the whole proceeding is a direct 
personal affront to the President, engi- 
nevred by Senator Aldrich, who was 
supported by Senators Elkins, Foraker, 
Kean and Crane, all Republicans.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 24.—Hun- 
dreds of young people of Allegneny, 
Pittsburg’s annex city, are in a terrible 
State of trepidation over an order which 
has just been issued by Postmaster John 
Francies of that city. 

When Mr. Francies took office he no- 
ticed the large number of boys and girls 


were carrying on correspondence 
through the general delivery window of 
the Postoffice. For several months he 
has been making an investigation, learn- 
ing the names of the young folks doing 
the corresponding and the names. under 
which they receive their mail. 

Today he instructed the clerks to de- 
liver no letters to minors, except as pro- 
vided by postal laws and regulations as 
laid down by Section 673. This section 
States: “‘Where minor children, residing 
with their parents, the father, or if he 
be dead, the mother, generally is en- 
titled to direct the disposition of mail 
matter addressed to the minors, and, 
unless the minors be under guardian- 
ship, may authorize another to receive 
mail matter addressed to them.” 

The order has caused a sensation, as 
a large number of young people, par- 
ticularly school girls and boys, both 
from Pittsburg and Allegheny, have 
been using the Allegheny general deliv- 
ery window for carrying on flirtations 
by mail. 

A great batch of these letters have 
been seized, and will be turned over to 
the parents of the young people for 
whom they were intended.

Sterling and, Rock Falls Flood- 
ed by Ice Packing in 
Rock River. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

STERLING, Ill, Feb. 24.—The ice 
Which has formed quring the recent cold 
weatner in the Rock River at this point 
went out last night, gorging up below 
here and flooding and seriously damag- 


ing this town and Rock Falls, immedi- 
ately across the river. 

The gorge still holds below, backing 
up the water. There were many thrill- 
ing’ escapes when the gorge burst here, 
Sending a tremendous flood over the 
luwlands and catching the sleeping peo- 
Pie unawares, 

Through the breaking of the gorge the 
cities of Sterling and Rock Falls have 
been plunged into darkness, owing to 
the inability to operate either the gas or 
electric light plants, and every factory 
in the two cities has been closed, throw- 
ing hundreds of workmen out of em- 
ployment. Yesterday a new plate girder 
bridge, erected a year ago between the 
two cities, was wrecked, and the old 
wagon bridge, in the heart of the city,

SUED FOR $403,500 


Chicago Attorney Asks Balance 
on 403 Shares of Wig- 
gins Ferry Stock. 


William J. Lemp Jr., Louis F. Lemp, 
Charles A. Lemp and Edwin A, Lemp, 
executors of the estate of William J. 
Lemp, the millionaire brewer, who 
died Feb. 13, 1904. were sued Satur- 
day for $403,000, with interest from 
May 5, 1902, by Richard A. Jackson, a 
Chicago lawyer. 

This is a suit 8rowing out of the 
phenomenal rise in Wiggins Ferry 
Stock four years ago, 

The petition recites that the late 
William J. Lemp owned 403 shares of 
Wiggins Ferry stock, of a par value 
of $100 a share, and that on April 24, 
1902, he contracted in writing with 
Festus J. Wade, president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co., to deliver to that 
company, not later than May 65, 1902, 
the said 403 shares, for which he was 
to be paid $500 a share, a _ total of 
201,500; that on that date the $201,- 
500 was tendered to him, but that he 
refused either to accept the money or 
to deliver the shares. saying that he 
had already sold them for more mon- 
ey.

KAUEGERS WIDOW 


Public Administrator Asked to 
Disinter Davis Garden- 
er’s Body. 


Mrs. Emma Kugler of 814 Hickory 
street does not know whether she is 
a widow or not. Only the disinter- 
ment of the body of a man who was 
known as Herman Krueger and who 
shot and killed himself in a saloon at 
S01 Manchester avenue last Monday 
will settle the point.

“Everything which I have learned 
this afternoon seems to indicate that 
the man who killed himself was not 
my husband. Yet everybody to whom 
I showed Mr. Kugler’s photograph 
Said that he bears a striking resem- 
blance to Krueger. I am told that the 
man Who shot himself was employed 
in Westmoreland place at least as 
early as last September. If that is 
true, he could not have been my hus- 
band, I have always believed that my 
husband Was in the State Asylum. for 
the Insane at Farmington during the 
summer of 1905, and that he was re- 
leased Oct. 6. 


He Was Slightly Lame. 


“IT was in a hospital myself all sum- 
mer, but I got several letters from the 
asylum authorities at Farmington 
saying that Mr. Kugler was there. 
Yet the man who killed himself an- 


swered the description of my husband 
in every particular, even to the point 
of being slightly lame.” 

Ernest A. Michel, florist at Magnolia 
and Tower Grove avenues, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I knew Krueger very well. He fre- 
quently came here for flowers for Mr. 
Davis. J] think he first entered the 
service of Mr. Davis in May, 1903, and 
I know that he worked in Westmore- 
land place all through the summer of 
1905.”’ 

After the body had been buried Mrs. 
Kugler went to Undertaker Moehlen- 
bach of 3937 North Broadway and 
showed him a photograph of her hus- 
band. The undertaker said it was 
undoubtedly a picture of the man 
whom he had buried. 

Mrs. Kugler then asked Public Aa- 
ministrator Troll to disinter the body. 

Wednesday Frank Gutzmann, ‘a 
close friend of Krueger, receiveg a 
letter from Mrs. Blake Kruger of 
Texarkana, Tex. She said that news. 
paper accounts of the suicide con- 
vinced her that the man was her hus- 
band. She sent no photograph, but 
her description seemed as convincing 
as that given by the St. Louis woman. 

Mrs. Kugler was married 16 yearg 
ago and has three children. She hag 
two insurance policies on the life of 
her husband, aggregating $1800. 

In the effects of the man who killed 
himself was a $1000 policy, in which 
his estate was named as beneficiary, 
He had never said anything to his 
friends as to whether or not he had 
ever been married.
